WASHINGTON June 24— It was disclosed in diplomatic circles to­ 
day that the baste purpose of Vice-President Wallace s trip to Chins is 
to convey assurances that the United States will take whatever mea­ 
sures are necessary to prevent the economic collapse of China. 
It was emphasized that the threat to China today is as much 
economic as military. While the Japanese slim es have made their deep­ 
est penetration by the capture of Changsha, this threat is no greater 
------------------- than the fantastic price which in­ 
flation has brought to the Chi­ 
nese people. 
It was authoritatively reported 
that Wallace, 
in 
his first inter­ 
view with Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek, conveyed the promise of 
President Roosevelt that the Uni­ 
ted States can be depended on to 
help China fight both these ene­ 
mies at the same time. 
It is understood that a plan la 
now being discussed for shipping 
food 
supplies into China by air, \ 
Thus far, the planes flying over: 
the "hump" of the Himalayas into 
China 
have been carrying 
only 
m ilitary supplies. 
The food shortage has become 
so 
acute that the Japanese 
are 
using it as a weapon to subvert 
hungry Chinese people. Food con- j 
d. ti on* ara universally better in 
Ina 
occupied sections of 
China 
than in the free sections, and the 
Japanese author.ties have allowed 
Citineee 
civilians to pas* 
freely 
from on* zone to another, to im­ 
press them with the advantages of 
Japanese domination.

that Wallace took

him a great variety of “cultural’' I 
gifts, 
including books, 
recorded

Thyroid Gland A d s 
As Body Regulator

(basal metabolism rate) afreet* 
the body and mind. Of course, I 
know some of the more obvious 
symptoms,

others. How low does the B M R. 
have to be before such symptoms 
can be noticed?” 
To answer the first question I 
think a book called Endocrinology, 
by R. G. Hoskins, published by W.

General Principles Involved 


I fear, however, th at what my 
correspondent is seeking is a final 
and dogmatic answer to questions 
th at cannot be answered by any 
physiologist quite certainly in the 
present state of our knowledge. 
All I can do is to present the gen­ 
eral principles involved and let 
him, as I do and an all physicians 
do, deduct his speculations for 
himself. 
The thyroid gland is in normal 
individuals a very actively func­ 
tioning organ from birth to old 
age. It is the central regulator 
ana equilibrator and governor of 
our machine. 
It m aintains the 
rate of metabolism in evtry cell, 
the nutritional exchange, the con­ 
sumption of oxygen—-in short the 
rate, the flux, the stream of living. 
Whenever it lets down in its func­ 
tion the body to the extent and 
degree of the loss of function be­ 
comes sluggish and gross. 
Such lowering of function ac­ 


counts for the lassitude, the lack 
of ambition, th 
feeling of lack 
of warmth, the mental slowness 
that occurs in convalescence from 
an illness, a surgical operation, 
a pregnancy or to some extent for 
the reduced physical and mental 
activities of old age. 
On the contrary when some ex­ 
citement or abnormal stimulus oc­ 
curs the excess secretion irons the 
thyroid causes abnormally rapid 
response and even trem bling in 
muscles, nervousness, rapidity of 
thought and adion, sweating and 
warmth of the skin and if kept 
up long enough loss of weight. 
Soldiers come out of battle, busi­ 
ness men out of stock m arket 
crises in this condition. 


Thyroid Fluctuations 
Like any other organ the thy­ 
roid gland experiences fluctua­ 
tions of activity of function and 
such states as I have mentioned 
—from lethargy to intensity—ars 
experienced by all of us and can 
be blamed, when no discernible 
event or experience can be evoked 
to 
account 
for 
them, on 
the 
natural ebb and flow of thyroid 
secretion. 
The basal metabolic rate (B M. 
R.) is a method of m easuring the 
rat* of nutritional exchange and 
by implication the activity of se­ 
cretion of the thyroid gland. It 
is really a measurement of the 
rate of consumption of oxygen. 
In practice it is done by having 
the subject breathe in and out of 
a tank containing oxygen and 
over a period of several minutes 
m easuring the amount of oxygen 
consumed. For every animal from 
a mouse to an elephant this rate 
of oxygen consumption is nor­ 
mally very constant in relation 
to its body surface (not weight or 
height, although these enter into 
the calculations). 
Th* 
normal 
basal metabolism is reported for 
convenience as zero. A variation 
of plus twenty or minus twenty 
is regarded as within the lim its 
of normal. A nything above or be­ 
low th a t should account for symp­ 
toms of lethargy or excitement.

Fusarium wilt seems to be more 
severe during dry seasons, there­ 
fore during drought periods the 
planting should 
be kept 
well 
watered if it is possible to do sa 
Potatoes should also be protect­ 
ed against insects such aa the flea 
beetle, which can spread the early 
potato blight throughout an entire 
planting. 
Th# flea beetle is small but very 
active and as it feeds it eau 
small, round holes In the leaves. 
as Illustrated, until they look as 
though they had been peppered 
with fine shot Unless the beetle* 
are checked the foliage turns yel­ 
low, wilU and, when the damage 
Is serious, the afflicted plant diea 
Dilating or spraying the plant# 
with rotenone will jive control if 
thoroughly applied 


POTATOES In different 
tiona of the country, or under cer­ 
tain weather conditions, become 
subject to various diseases with 
which th# Victory gardener should 
be familiar in order that safety 
first may be practiced. 
Premature wilting and dying of 
potato plants is caused by Fuatr­ 
ium wilt, the effect of which is il­ 
lustrated In the accompanying 
Garden-Graph. This wilt causes a 
rapid collapse of the afflicted 
plant. It Is a condition which can­ 
not be cured, but can be largely 
prevented by safety first methods 
in selection of s e e d potatoes,

LEARN BRIDGE FAST 
30—The Hold-Up Play 
THERE ARE many occasions, 
especially in No Trump play, when 
a declarer should refuse to take a 
particular trick because it is more 
important for him to take a later 
one. “Hold-up’’ is the name ap­ 
plied to thus holding up a high 
card. The purpose of doing this is 
usually to wait until the partner 
of the defender with the long fuit 
has no more cards of the suit. 
Then, if he wins a later trick, he 
will be unable to return the dan­ 
gerous suit, which by then will be 
established in his partner’s hand. 
This play is useful also some­ 
times in suit play, when special 
reasons for it exist. But It should 
not be employed as a mere m atter 
of habit. There are times when it 
should not be employed even at 
No Trump because using It would 
defeat the very kind oN purpose 
for which it is intended.

So nine tricks will 
be certain—one in spades, thre# 
in hearts, two in diamonds and 
three in clubs. 
With the same spade Q lead 
against 3-No Trumps in No. 2, 
the declarer again should hold up 
his ace for the third round, then 
try hearts, hoping that the part­ 
ner of the spade-suit holder baa 
the heart ace. If he has. the con­ 
tract is safe, and if he has not, It 
could not be made anyway. 
No. 3 presents a case In which 
the hold-up should not be used at 
3-No Trumps lf the lesd is the 
spade J and third hand puts on 
the Q, especially if the opening 
leader had made a spade bid dur­ 
ing the auction. It is a virtual cer­ 
tainty that the bidder holds th# 
club honors, and declarer would 
not like to have a switch of lead 
on the second trick through hi* 
club K. His best chance Is to hop# 
that third hand has the diamond 
Q He should play his spade A on 
the first trick and stake his entir# 
hopes for nine tricks on a success­ 
ful diamond finesse. 
No. 4 shows a case In which th# 
spade J is led and covered by 
third hand s Q against his 3-N# 
Trumps, even though he has a 
double stopper In the suit. If th# 
leader’s suit was of five cards, 
third hand would have only tw# 
spades. Declarer could win th# 
second, then lead hearts, which 
third hand probably w’ould win If 
he then could not return a spade, 
declarer could afford to lose th# 
next heart to the opening leader, 
whose spade return would find th# 
suit still stopped. If declarer took 
the first trick, then when he lost 
one in hearts to third hAnd, th# 
latter could return a spade, and 
the opening leader could then 
hammer the last spade stopper 
out while still holding a heart 
winner for re-entry.
